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NOTES FROM THE SELECTMEN 


As we start our planning for the New Year, we can 
take satisfaction in many aspects of our progress in 1964. 


A truly dangerous road hazard was eliminated at the 
junction of the Campground road and Route 4A. The ex- 
treme danger arose due to the blind entrance on to the State 
Highway. Complicating the problem has been the fact that 
the last section of this cross road was actually in the town 
of Andover and thus not under our maintenance jurisdiction. 
For some time we have been conferring with engineers of 
the State Highway Department trying to find an answer 
before tragedy occurred. It became obvious after contempla- 
tion of the alternatives to the present situation — including 
relocation of 4A — that the simplest, safest and least costly 
was to change direction of the Campground road and enter 
4A ata spot where visibility could be good in both directions. 
Under this solution the State agreed to engineer the new 
section, build drainage and apply the necessary base fill. 
Our part was to finish the final coat of gravel and blacktop. 
We are greatly indebted to John C. Righter for his gift of 
the land which made it possible to swing the road to its 
present position so that it would all be in the town of Wilmot 
and thus be under our maintenance and control. Present 
plans are to blacktop the short stretch this summer. 


Our new highway department truck, an International 
R 185, has justified its purchase in the plowing of snow this 
winter. It has given us the ability to clear the roads more 
quickly and use of the grader is reduced. This should give 
us the secondary benefit of a longer life expectancy for our 
grader. 


Our TRA funds were used last summer to finish the 
Elkins road to the New London line. The sealer coat will be 
applied this summer. Cross Hill was widened, straightened, 
and ditched by our Road Agent with the use of Duncan Fund 
money and then blacktopped as far as the road had been 
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prepared with the remainder of the TRA funds. Steep grades 
such as these are almost impossible to maintain in passable 
condition as gravel roads. We feel that our Road Agent 
should be commended for an excellent aH professional job 
of road building. 


The upkeep of the Cemeteries and the Soldiers’ Monu- 
ment this year has aroused much favorable comment. We 
hope that with a small raise in the budget for this item we 
can continue the improvement. We must admit that, with 
the drought last summer, the cost of grass cutting was re- 
duced to a minimum! 


Article 12 of the Town Warrant relative to a re- 
evaluation of property is the most important to appear in 
many years. We are unanimous in urging its adoption. In 
these times of increasing costs it is more imperative than 
ever that the evaluation of our properties should be fair 
and equal so that each and every one is paying their just 
share and only their just share. The dollar value of inequi- 
ties in assessments rises sharply as our costs of government 
and schooling rise. We are sure that you will agree that 
such a complete re-appraisal can only be, and should be, 
done by experienced, impartial, professional appraisers. 


Over and above and yet linked with the complete re- 
appraisal based on present day market standards is the 
problem of 100% assessment and a low tax rate versus a 
variable percentage assessment and a high tax rate. The 
State has estimated at the present that the assessments in 
Wilmot represent about 31% of the true market value. The 
law states that assessments must be at a 100% level. When 
property tax laws first came into being this was done. As 
values increased through the years and towns made no 
adjustments in figures to allow for increased valuation, the 
State has bi-annually checked each town and estimated 
community tax percentages and adjusted the figures so that 
county and school aid assessments and payments would be 
equalized despite differing tax structures. Only thus could 
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they arrive at a true picture of town and state capital 
wealth and/or needs. 


Whether the tax bill is based on a low assessment with 
a high tax rate or a higher assessment with a lower tax rate 
makes no difference dollar-wise to the individual as far as 
his tax bill is concerned. What does make the difference is 
the amount of money voted to be raised and spent at the 
Town and School meeting. However, for purposes of Real 
Estate sales, Mortgage Loans and borrowing possibilities the 
Town and its property owners with a 100% assessment and 
a low tax rate is in a much better competitive position than 
the town with a high tax rate and a variably low and usually 
unknown percentages of assessment. This is why all over 
the state towns have found it to their advantage to com- 
pletely re-appraise and start complying with the law. Indica- 
tions are that the state is moving toward making this 
mandatory. 


As a by-product of this re-evaluation, the town and its 
property owners would have available complete and accurate 
records of each property and the basis for the assessment. 
This would better enable the Selectmen to equitably base 
appraisals of new property in the future. As a part of and 
at the completion of such re-evaluation a booklet is printed 
for each taxpayer giving the value — past and present — 
of each and every parcel of property so that all figures are 
open for comparison. Procedures for review of your assess- 
ment, if you so desire, are also part of the program. 


It is obvious that this is not just a problem in Wilmot 
alone but a problem all Towns and Cities are having to face. 
As an indication of this, the earliest date promised by the 
State Tax Commission for a re-evaluation of Wilmot is the 
summer of 1966 because so many towns are ahead of us in 
requesting the service. 


It has been the policy of the Selectmen to attempt an 
estimate of the effect of the proposed town and _ school 
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budgets on the tax rate for the coming year. We can offer 
no encouragement this year for a reduced tax rate. Town 
expenses remain fairly constant but a substantial increase 
in school costs seems inevitable. We would urge as many 
as possible to attend the School District meeting so that 
you may understand the situation which is causing this 
increase in the School District Budget. 


As a community family, we mourn the loss of two Town 
Officers this year. Mrs. Olive Morey served us well as Public 
Welfare Officer for many years while John Currier had 
been a Deputy Fire Warden in excess of four years. Their 
generous contributions to the community in work and time 
will be greatly missed.

REPORT OF THE LIBRARY TRUSTEES 


To the Townspeople of Wilmot: 


Thinking back over the preceding year, it might be 
compared to the lull before the storm; in this case, a very 
beneficial storm to the townspeople, both as taxpayers and 
as patrons. The trustees have voted to request the N. H. 
State Library Commission to approve its application as part 
of the Statewide Library Development Program. The goal 
of this exciting new program is to make complete library 
service conveniently available to all, wherever they may live. 
It will enable us to take advantage of centralized book pur- 
chasing, thus making it possible for the library to purchase 
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books in the most economical manner. The trustees have 
detailed information if any interested citizens wish to in- 
quire further. 


Plans are for the Dewey Decimal System to be put into 
operation at both libraries this spring. This will provide a 
complete catalogue of our book collection and will allow us 
to avoid duplication in buying, as well as making it easier 
for patrons to locate books. 


A good share of our money was spent on books this 
past year, and we anticipate increasing this amount during 
the coming year. Librarians’ salaries were increased but 
are still inadequate. At both libraries new curtains are in 
evidence while a complete interior paint job at the Center 
brightens the room considerably. 


We regret that Mrs. Roy Aldrich, who has served as 
librarian at the Flat faithfully for six years is unable to 
continue. However, we are pleased that Mrs. Lewis Loomer 
has agreed to take on the job. Mrs. Aldrich wishes to thank 
Mr. and Mrs. Urban Busch for books given, Mr. and Mrs. 
Lewis Loomer for the book ‘Hawaii,’ Mr. Dana Aldrich for 
keeping the driveway plowed and shoveled during the winter 
of 1963-64 and especially each and every one who helped her 
in any way during her years at the library. 


It is our hope that our enthusiasm for the new program 
will be matched by yours, resulting in an upswing in use 
of the library facilities. We’ll do our part — the rest is up 
to you!

REPORT OF THE FOREST FIRE WARDEN 
AND YOUR DISTRICT CHIEF 


The 1964 forest fire season surpassed the record year of 
1963 in both length and severity. For the second successive 
year, we experienced a rainfall deficiency of more than ten 
inches and the compounding of such drought conditions, to- 
gether with the many days of strong, dry winds, characterized 
1964 as one of the most hazardous years in the past half 
century. Although our fire season was three weeks longer 
than that of 1963, the number of fires showed only a slight 
increase and more remarkable was the fact that the area 
burned dropped from 2,280 acres in 1963 to 900 acres in 1964. 
Early detection and rapid response kept many potential fire 
disasters from becoming reality. We all owe a debt of grati- 
tude to the men in this community who responded and fought 
our fires so efficiently. Our state is now 86% wooded and its 
economy — both industrial and recreational — is greatly de- 
pendent on this forest resource. The responsibility for ade- 
quate fire protection of this great area — 4,350,000 acres — 
is everyone’s responsibility and prevention is one of our 
most effective tools. 


Prevention is good common sense. 


1. Take your rubbish to the town dump. If you must burn, 
obtain a permit and watch your fire until it is dead out. 


2. Instruct your children in fire safety. Keep matches from 
young children. Explain to them the dangers of lighting 
matches and making outdoor fires. 


3. Be sure discarded smoking material and matches are out. 


A major portion of our preventable fires this year are 
chargeable to three causes: (1) permit fires allowed to escape; 
(2) children playing with matches; and (3) smokers. Let’s 
be mindful of the fact that all such fires endanger property 
and lives. 


We wish to thank you for your very fine cooperation 
during the past fire season and with your continued coopera- 
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tion we are confident that we can improve our fire record 
in 1965.

REPORT OF THE SCHOOL BOARD 


The condition of both our school buildings is good. There 
were no major projects at the Center School. At the Flat 
School shelving for storage was added, a telephone was in- 
stalled for emergency use, a fire exit was made in the rear 
of the building, and a bubbler was installed for purposes 
of sanitation. We wish to have the same type of desks, which 
proved so satisfactory at the Center School, added to the 
Flat classroom. The surplus from the Sweepstakes revenue 
of 1964-1965 could be used for this purpose. 


This has been a transition year in personnel. We have 
two new teachers, Mrs. Gladys Cobden and Miss Janet Bra- 
deen. Our new school nurse is Mrs. Irene Traynor. Mr. 
Archie Portigue is the custodian for both schools. 


The pupils and teachers from both schools visited Tracy 
Library during National Book Week. The eighth grade 
participated in the state-wide testing program at New Lon- 
don High School. We wish to congratulate the Center School 
for its interest in others, shown by sending six Care packages 
to India. The school board members have attended meetings 
in New London, with the board members in surrounding 
communities, concerning an area study. 


Our main concerns this year are the educational oppor- 
tunities for the seventh and eighth grades and the numbers 
in each classroom. It is necessary that something be done. 
A building program does not seem feasible or wise financially. 
We would need another teacher and much more in the line 
of equipment. To us the most sound procedure would be 
to send our seventh and eighth grades to New London Central 
School where the students would receive a full preparatory 
program. This would also increase the educational opportuni- 
ties and program for the first six grades, which would be 
divided three and three.
